Some figures which indifatf (lie licncrniiil cfTcct 
of rm-al scliool consolidatiua are given by i'rof. J. 
B. Brown, Superintendent of Public Initruotion in 
Hamilton county, Tennessee, in an interview pub- 
lished by the Chattanooga Times. 

"Prof. Brown takes the reports from 12 avuragt> 
counties which have 45 consolidated schools, the 

• enroUmriil oL Aviiieh, \\\u\cv tlie old system, was 
4,120, and whidi showed under tlic new r),i;!8, or mm 
increase of 25 per cent, 'i'lie average attcuduiu'c 
under the old was 3,160 daily, and under the con- 
solidation it was 5,127, or an increase of 43 per 
cent. In .uidilion, i'rof. Brown notes tlie si^nili- 

. caul I'aet that tliere has been a marked improve- 
ment in the standard of scholarship and training 
if the leaeliers.' Siiiniiiinfr np his reasons for .so 
thoroiiKlily approving the consolidation plan, lie 
says it provides 'more comfortable buildings,, bet- 
ter equipment, increased enrollment and better at- 
tendance.' " 

This is the efTcct of rural school cousolidatioii 
everywhere. It costs little, if any, more to oper- 
ate the cou.solidated sehool than to carry on sev- 
eral district .schools. Tn some cnses it lias heeii 
found possible to run the consolidated school at 
smaller outlay than was required for the several 
schools which it superseded. But coneodinu' tlml 
operation costs more under con.solidalinii, ii he 
comes evident that the better results set iin d are 
welt worth the money. 

Bad ronds constitute llie frrealest ohsfacle to 
school consolidation in most of the comities in 
Kentucky. There are many counties, however, 
where the roads are good and where consolidation 
7s entirely i>r!U'tical. There is a creneral mov.^mcnt 
for the betterment of the rural schools, and the 
mbfX salutary method of improvempnt is by the 
process of merging several poorly equipped schools 
in^o one and supplyinp for the consolidated seliodl 
a comfortable and attractive building suitable in 
every way to the educational needs' of the commu- 
nity, — Courier- Journal.
